A Circulating Book Supply, 

We were told by Mr. Household, In 1S2J, in rclatiom to this 
qucstloTi of the supply of hook'i, that the hcuny cost of 
equipping P.N.E.TL schonls with books rendei-cd it kopeni- 
tri'o l.haii Aoino means should be found for reducing 
rxiicuditurc in the ease of Elemeutory Schools. He con- 
Bulted Mi 6» Uoaon and, in reply, she sent him the copy of 
a letter who binJ sent to a mistresfi of an Hlcmentaiy School 
in Nor/olk. I wdll set out ihe jsolient pointn of LhU letter. 
Enclosed with it was the ftyHahus of work for Fonn« I, IT, 
and ill, and a niifiimum list of books ab^lntdy oGcessaiy 
for the children to hnve.

This is the plan adopted in Uloncester. Goomenting on 
it Mr. Household said, in 1Q21, ''This may fieem to be a 
measure of enforced economy, and soine may for that reusoo 
dislike and resent it,” Ho then goaa on to justify tho 
economy on educational grounds. Ho afErnis that "Even in 
P.N.E.IJ. Schools there was still often ovennuch class-rcad- 
iJig, when tlie briglitor children are of necessity kept back 
to the pace of the slower. Wben the clssis is broken up into 
three, four, or five groups, this cannot be. Nor is it any 
longer possible for tho teacher to intoiwcne imdidy between 
the child and the book.” Tims this enforced economy is 
really, recording to Mr. Household, bcuefieiuJ, a dangerous 
line of aripment for an educationist. One test I would 
apply. Since ISSl, have iho PJN.E.U. Eecondai^ Schools 
adopted this improved (T) method of group teaching, and 
have the P.N.E.U, advocated ito adoption in all P.U, 
Schools f Mr. Household goes on to soy, "Tba result 
obtained by tho methods uud the bonks have been surpris- 
ing from the beginning ; but in some of the schools that are 
working on the group syatoiij they tu‘0 nothing short of 
astoimdiug.” 

The Group System - 

This claim of Mr, Household's that the restriotioa of 
books on the grounds of econoniy cati bn justified on 
educational ^^ounds is not home out, so far as my in- 
votUgaiion discloBed, 1 enc^uired very cureftdly into this 
part of tlio arinitgeiiiorkt nod I ahuofit Invariably put tho 
following qiiceiion to the, head teacher of the school : “If 
you had a suffieieiit supply of hooka to provide each child 
in the clos^^ with copies of the preseuted books, instead of 
being restricted to one-fomth or onc-fiftb of the number 
in the various claaBes, would you work y^our claases in 
groups 1” The nnswer, in every rose, was ‘'Nol" lii acmie 
cnaes the reply was emphatic — "Oh, no }” and the tone in 
which it WHS said conveyed much. lu tny opinion, and I 
pTOposo to retuin to this question later, the group intern 
will CAu^u the breakdown of the suhcnie ; tho schools will 
give up I ha P N.E.U. iilaxi fu) no w eaiTied out, probably 
retaining some of Uio lucihodft but :iti|dyhig them to suit 
the needs of their particular sehoola. I do not wiah* in this 
OTiticieui of the group systeai, to convey the impreuaion that 
fhcro is not much good work done in the sehoolt working 
this group system. Far from tliis, I saw socne very good 
work mdecd. Thm'e aro other troubles connected with the 
group system whigh I view wdtli uiuoTi cunueru, and which 
in no way detract from the value of tho P.N.E.U. plaij or 
methods whi>n carried out in aceordotiirH witli the norinsJ 
tUTangoinetiU of n full supply of hooka I hope to moke iJiia 
quite clour before I cDueluilo lhi?*e urticirs.

T mining in Receptivity, 

It is quite ponaiblc tliat these exmuinatkma are not prepared 
for in the gcucml sense of the ttim, as applied to sclimi! 
cxommatkmH. Tlmt te, there: ht no special icviskin towBids ilie 
riid of Ibc tcmi. But witli regard to the !seeond ehiini, it is usual 
for cansidertiblc revkion to be undcrtakcti. There may be only 
one forma] or preiirribed reading of the text-book, although in 
Bome case* I found a second reiidiiig was undertaken, and evTn 
a tliirtl. The one rcodbig is folltwred invariably by a uniratiou, 
to wliich aa a niU- the whole dasa listens. In soinc mstitnetii 
more than one child narraie*, in ull eases the pupib me asked 
to Hupply omissicnis in a nurmtiun. At the end of the nartntiim, 
and after the coneetion of the narratiim, the teacher often 
gathers up the chief points and presses tfiem home. At lltq 
beginn ing of the lesawn the w ork, taken in a previous lesson, wa^ 
vee^led, eitlicr by qticstiuns put by the teacher ox Uimugh 
namitiDns by llw pupils. lu many etescs the ainl narration was 
mipplcmeiitcd by a written narmtian at a later date, a week or 
a fbrtnight Ifttcr. These two procedureis arc strictly in accordance 
with F.NJI.U, methods. The elder pupilii are expected to keep 
notes in a book which is not stiietly supcrTiscd, but only over, 
looked fronj time to time. In moat of the sebools the pupile 
were ejiGouragod to utilise any speue tnuincnta in readJirtg tlu; 
botrki prescribed, for the term. In eome caiseft the books were 
taken h^inie and read. Thai it wdlt seen be tliai okhougli there 
may be onfy one rending and one organised oml or wriHcn 
niirrotioii, there Is a considemble amount gf revLdou In one form 
or another. In stating these various ways in which revision 
oomea about under tbe J^.U. plan 1 am not In any sense 
disparaging tbem. They struck me a* being excecdiogly good 
aniJ quite piaetkol. It b: not accurate, however, to imply that 
the P J4.E.U. pupils are su plicaomcnal tliat they can rcpi^uee, 
montlts after a ]e*son, the lubrioniee of it without any levislqn. 
1 not tliink any of the GloaecKtcrsblre tcadicra wmihl make 
(jucli a claim. No doubt the one reading and tiie narration 
immediately foNowing is on cxccllcot training in reeeptivlty, in 
obficrvaiion and in aiteution. Narration is the one feature of 
tJie P.N^.U. method whkh strongly appeoJed to me and which 
t propose to deal with in the neset article. 1 found no complaint 
with regard to the questions set. From the class tcachciw^ point 
of view they were appreciated as they were on the exact syliabus 
and were quite dclbiiCc. To head teuehecs they wcfc uselbl, as 
they relieved them of the task of preparing questions fur the 
fMjpila, I GKamined several sets of aosivem. They were well 
done. 1 found tlie iisiml varying depprec nf exccHcnee.

Why F.N.E.U. Grew. 

At firsil no Elementorj^ School in Gloucestershire was given 
penmsadon to adopt the P.hf.E.U. methoda unless it bad 
Tcachcd a sfjindHrd of clEcicncy which in the opiuioji of the 
EducadQii Seerdarj- justiCed him in giving this sanction. 
All schools wbieh were given permiBiion thus secured lor 
themselves a hallnmrk of dhcicney ailhio the couniy. As a 
CDtuvequciice schools which were not allowed to adopt the 
P.N.EU. loctbotl,^ or did not make application to adopt 
il. found themselves in a BOroewhat invidious position^ parti- 
cularly in (he eyes of managers of ^on-Pravided Echoots. 
and there are many in Glouceatc.ruhjrc. Honeo was fomented 
B desire to be rocognlsed as a PJf.K.U. school. Apart from 
the merits ol the methnd or the eonveraioo of the teachers 
to tlie method, there was naturally a strong Uiccntiv'e to 
avoid being bbcjled, by inference, a* k«s efficient. For a 
time this coudjlion. no doubt, had an enormous inllncnco 
On the CTowtIk of tin* P.N.E.TJ. method in Gloucestershire. 
Kow, I believe* (Jse efficiency condition Ims haeo removed. 
Any £chool may obtain pciniiasion to adopt the P.N.E.U. 
plan and will be allotved the necessary books. With these 
facts iu miod it ij not dilflciulL In nnclenstood why the growth 
Cif the PrN.E.U. method auiong the Elemeiitai'y Schools of 
Gloucester has been so rapid, sinct; the 1 ‘onveraion nf Hr. 
Huu^ehold in 19l7t cojupared with the rest cl the countv. 


Enthusiastic Ttachers.

Narration may take xcvernl forms such as spoken, written, 
tileni, okcLchlng or moddling in plAsticine or elRy. As 
regards spoken imnation* it tan he takeu ia mure ways thaji 
one, according Itt the dcaine of the teacher* but there nm»t 
bn a sjTDpatbctio atuioEphere ■, thi* » moat t-saentJaJ in apoken 
DAri-ation. The children may rt&rratc sitting. In fact it ia 
belter ao, as atauding up in front of the duea is apt 
to tnake a nervous child more nervous. The teacher 
"will rend the piece to be nurrnLcd Ooce fmly. The pupifr 
may have their honks open and foilow the teneher in her 
rending. The reading may be done silently or aloud, different 
cbLIdrcfi reading in turn. There must be one reading and 
one only, whether by teacher or children* before oarraiion. 
Better residls are obtained if a fairly long piece (nay throe 
pages) is rend than if the passage selected i» short. With 
short pusSr'igca there is a tendency to memorise the aorda 
of the book. uHth a long paBSRgo only the giat of the porbou 
read ia memorised* and that, in the childreti's own words* 
is the goal lo bo aimed at. 

Nervous S Crain to be Avoided. 

Genenilly, the brighter children arc cho«cn to naiTatc, 
particuliirly in the earlier leaiion.'!, aa it would be rather dull 
to liafcon to halting nurrntioit. The Jes« hright Jcarii from 
the narratian of their brighter coinpanions. However* some- 
times the backward ones imrTfitCi helped by other pupda. 
Nervousness or stage fright udiould he treated very i^tu- 
pathetically. No atrain should be put upon a nervous child. 
Another luipil should at once be ealJed up to continue tho 
iiarratinn. Where the children rend silently those who 
Enish first are eneouiAgcd to turn over their hooka and to 
think back until the whole ekaa is ready for the public 
tULrrnlion. This prev'cnts reading the p:iasage a second time, 
and it is oxcellvDt practice as well. In written narration* 
particularly, it ia noticed ihEt many children spend quite 
a bog time in thinking hack before; they write. Chil^n 
are specially encouraged to do srluiit narratiou witen bocks 
are read at Jiomc- 

In order to vary the spokeu anrmtion* the cliildren aonie- 
timea come out in groups to tell back to the teach er, while 
the t'cnmiflder tell buck to each otiicr or ailcntjy. In some 
oases A general or public nmratiou bus taken place before 
they oarrAte in groups. In no case should the narration of 
a child he interrupted^ at Um end of the narration I he other 
children are ashed to hll in onuseions, and the teacher may 
correct errors of speech or statement. At times spoken and 
written narration are combined* one half of the L-lug* taking 
written, wbilc the otlier h.i)f tell biiL'k to Llio teacher. The 
groups can be changed, or the ebildren w'ho have been doing 
written iLorraticui nmy read their efforta to the othcra. When 
the wholo elasa la doing w'ritteu narration the teacher goc.- 
Totind syateniAtically to each chdd noil corrects ivhile the 
pupil is ncLually doing the iiarmLion. 

In natum study, in history and in geography, narration 
oftcD Lakes the form of draw mg or modelling in the |(inior 
classes. This form of narratioJi gives the teacher an oppor^ 
tunity of hearing individuals tell back — the iici vdeia and the 
dull-'-ait she can coaily xopervise the work of the rcat of the 
class. With ths older girls ft is not .iJwa.yx uevrfisaiy, nur 
is it dcximhic* that the naiTation shoalij be jusr. telling back 
what Inis been rend. A prohlniuatie question might be set 
on thr i,.j:J«ige read and the pupil might any or write the 
orunivcr. Often, nf- fint, this form of narration cjitiaes tliffi- 
cully. The impilfl, ianlcad uf unawering the tjucatiou* 
endcAvoor tu bring hi all tlm luuifcr of the period re.:r3. 
Written narratiem may be ncncptcif in the form of proBr 
poetry.

1 urn not sotistied that tliere woiiid be the same 
facility of cxpteajtkm aiui logical iicciuriicc of staleuient m 
composition cxerckcs where the pupils had to express their 
ideas on auhjccts not read dlrcetly rroni their text-books, I found 
most of the written and oral compositjanii were in conncctiao 
with narrat ions . In one sdiool I catnc across some very !$atbi factory 
work in original eojn|Kisition, quite opart from narmt ion, from 
the pupils of the highest class. They were on ^ubjeets whidi 
couM not be gleaned directly tlidr books, flero 1 foiuid 
a practice of securing tw'o or three leetures a week from tlie 
elder pupile wax in npcnitkim I hcanl two of tlicw lectims, 
one on motor cyeles and the other on birrbi. Both had been 
given before, but allowing for ibis, they wero quite good. The 
pupllx ^ipoke vrilliout ticj.itation, one might almost say Ituently, 
and tficy marshalled their facts in logieul scquciii'O. 

Narralion, xiipplcuiejited by such exercises, 1 feel buic, wuuhl 
produce really good compositiori. I questioned two of the pupihi 
in this class on Um various Nuh}ects of Lim P.NJLU. syllabug 
wliicJi tlicy had been studying during their school earoer. uot 
those they hurl imrotdialciy studied. One ^pil was a boy of 
ll£ and the oilier u girl of 13 . Tim iinswcrs they gave w^cro 
quite good, showing an inteliigcnt knowledge and apprecia- 
tion of w liQt they inid studied. For exanipJe, both of Llicm could 
tell me the names of euxar s«ven plays of SluUtcspcare they hod 
rcarl. They enuld ind icate their hivimritc ploya aiul the chnrmriciE 
whicli upticaled to them moht. They were al$o able to describe 
9 great deal abont each play and a eriTss-exHimaation v-cry 
crcdilably. In tfiia school I found tliat llic PN.B.U. scheme 
liad been very oonsidcrubly modi lied , hut in very senrihlc and 
praciirfil dbre lions.

memorised the pnetiem reud* The uniuunt nUoUnl was too 
ahtirt. In nnotliei* achoul there was gtnnping, hut iio oral 
narration, iit all. One group wrote while the ntUcr read. 
This added vnry connhlersbly to the amount of written exer- 
CIWJ3 by the pupils and eousequent additional inarkieig on 
the part of the tcnclicrs. The vkildreii in tbit aehnel wrote 
an enomiinis araoiuit, hut their vnritten uoEralioQg, iroai 
tho point of view of expresfiiou, of cooslruction, of logioal 
sequence and ol correctness of facta, even in the top elaaa, 
were very poor* The pupils undaubtedl.v wrote ton tnueh 
.Tiid tho correctiDUB by the teachers, which were well done, 
received all too little alien lioiu Tlie bead teacher reulked 
the defect, but felt, ou'ing to the lack of sufficient books for 
the whole class, it was the only plan which could be 
adopted. 

Drudgery of Correct Ians 

Quite eoutrnry to Ihe practice advocated by the P.X.E.IT., 
and contTary to the practice of the P.N.E.U. teacher. t»ut- 
hiied above, none of Iho corrections in the Cloucoiilerahire 
tithools is made in school time with the child standing by. 
They are all made by the teachers after school houra- 
Those correotlons entail an ononnoiis urnoiiot of w'Ork in 
many oases, consuming ns much as two hours per evening 
of a teacher's Lime. ^ 

The drudgery of marking is fast bccoiiiiiig an intolrrable 
buiilen, but whs>t is Blill worse is thal this intolerable 
burden, in niimy caBes is a useless exjJcndituro of time- 
Litile use is tiuide of the cop’cetjons. In i^ny cases the 
pupils merely look at them and there the utility of the oor- 
reciiutiB ends. UnUrHS something is done to relievo the 
teachers of this exucssive ii mount of corrections it is pretty 
clear to me that the P.rf.lL I", methods will be dropped, 
even ia Glciucestersbire* for ibis reason alone. 

Willi regard to the excessive time expendod in marking 
in Oioueestershira, it smitid* strange when rend in connec-
